Mission to be Exploration 
of Country Near North 
Pole 
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WASHINGTON,

Recommendations that the navy’s 
Polar exploration flight 
be 
a t ­ 
tem pted during the coming s u m ­ 
m er with the dirgible S henandoah 
and us ng Nome, Alaska, as the 
main operating base are contain­ 
ed in the report of the

Rear-Admiral W. A. Moffett, chief 
of naval aviation.* The rep o rt was 
made public today by Secretary 
Denby who has approved it, su b­ 
ject to later modification!!.
